The Secretary said that the 
adjustment program is consistent 
with the administration’s objective 
of “conservation for use,” of 
“using rather than idling land.” 

He added that, “Our natural en- 
vironment includes much more 
than the air, soil, and water 
which are essential to life. It also 
provides beauty, the opportunity 
for outdoor recreation, the protec- 
tion of wildlife, and a host of 
other natural values. 

“Tf those of us who are dedi- 
cated to conservation are to pro- 
perly serve our growing popula- 
tion, as well as later generations, 
then we must provide for the 
multiple use of our resources in 
ways that insure their renewal for 
future use. 

‘Nearly threefourths of the 
United States mainland is in pri- 
vate ownership, and it follows that 
a big opportunity for conservation 
lies with farmers, ranchers and 
other rural landowners. The CAP 
will give us a chance to shift some 
really significant acreages to 
public benefit uses.” 

The new program is designed to 
protect local communities by limit- 
ing the amount of land that can 
be put under the program. In any 
county or community, no more 
than 10 percent of the allotment 
or base acreage for any crop or of 
total cropland will be contracted

than 25 percent during the life 
of the program. Exceptions will 
be made where requested by local 
governments.

CAP will help farmers divert 
cropland to protective conservation 
uses under longterm agreements.

They also will 
be ‘eligible for conservation cost- 
share payments on the diverted 
land. And those who agree to’ per- 
mit free public access for fishing, 
hunting, hiking, and trapping in 
accordance with appropriate State

Secretary Freeman seid he 
would appoint a wildlife advisory 
board to recommend the most ef- 
fective procedures for expanded 
use of surplus crop acreage in 
fostering wildlife and increasing 
hunting and fishing recreational 
opportunities. 

In general, operating farms 
which have been under the same 
ownership for 3 years prior to the 
agreement period are eligible for 
the program.

Farmers who participate will re- 
ceive payments based on the past 
use and the productivity of the 
land. For land that would other 
wise produce wheat, corn, grain 
sorghum, or barley the annual pay- 
ment per acre will be 40 percent 
of the county price support loan 
rate times the farm yield for the 
crop. Payments on cotton, peanuts, 
rice, and tobacco land will be at 
the farm yield times the following 
rates: Cotton (upland and ELS), 6c 
a pound; peanuts, 3.5¢ a pound: 
rice, $1.00 a hundredweight; and 
tobacco, from 6c to 12c a pound 
depending on the kind. 

After placing all of his acreage 
of one or more of the above sur- 
plus crops in the program, the far- 
mer may offer other cropland. 
Rates for this cropland will range 
nationally from $3.00 to $7.00 an 
acre. 

All of the land taken out of 
production under the program will 
be put to conservation uses. In 
addition to conservation practices, 
wildlife plantings and vegetative 
cover assistance will be authorized 
for preserving open space and na- 
tural beauty. Other practices au- 
thorized for cost-share assistance 
fall within the general category 
of preventing air and water pol- 
lution and measures to provide 
etter outdoor recreation. 

Under another provision CAP 
may help State and local govern- 
ment agencies acquire cropland for 
nonfarm uses such as preservation 
of open spaces and natural beauty, 
wildlife habitat and recreation, 
the prevention of air and water 
pollution. The program may also 
share with these agencies the cost 
of establishing these practices on 
the cropland acquired. 

Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conervation county committees 
administer the program. Full de- 
tails on how the progarm applies 
to an individual farm will be avail- 
able in ASCS county offices in late 
December or early January.

BEEF CATTLE CAN 
INCREASE INCOME 
ON DELTA FARMS 


STATE COLLEGE, Miss. — Beef 
cattle are increasing in the Delta 
and a recent economic study in- 
dicates this is a sound approach 
to using land made available by 
acreage restrictions on crops. 

Arhur M. Heagler and Dr. Fred 
T. Cooke, Jr., USDA economists at 
the Delta Branch Experiment Sta- 
tion, and Dr. Thomas E. Tramel, 
Mississippi State University, ana- 
lyzed conditions on five typical 
Delta farms. The economists con- 
cluded: 

“Results of this study indicate 
that Delta farms with resource 
situations similar to any of the five 
analyzed would have higher re- 
turns if a cow-calf enterprise were 
included in the farm organization. 

“Many farms that presently have 
a cow-calf enterprise included in 
the organization may increase re- 
turns through systematic conver- 
sion of marginal cropland and 
summer sod crops to Coastal Ber- 
muda and expansion of the cow- 
calf enterprise. 

“In some cases, major changes 
in cropping patterns must be made 
as the proper combination of field

crops and sod crops is quite im- 
portant when the beef enterprise 
becomes more intensive. 

“The transitional period from 
the present to optimum organiza- 
tion will vary from 6 to 10 years, 
depending on the sod crops being 
grown and the level of grazing 
intensity employed.
